LABOR UNIONS NECESSARY. 

WE HAVE. ENTERED upon an era of atrikea—at is utoally the case in 
a period of capitaliatic prosperity. The trades uniona have been streoghtened 
during the last few years of the workers naturally aak for a little larger 
share of the wealth which they have created. 

And now we alio hear the claim that “proaperity** ia going to the demni- 
tion bow-wows on account of the greed, the selfiflmeaa and the love of luxury 
of workera. To the average employer whose workmen are out on a itrike 
the trade-union seems to be a veritable invention of the devil himself. And 
hia manager, his bookkeeper and alao his customers—the ihopkeeperF of any 
class—while always talking against the ‘‘capitalists'* and eipecially against 
the “corporations,’* are only too willing to take side against tbe trades-union¬ 
ists, whom they are wont to describe as “ruinous to business" 

And that claim ia not even new. 

The ruling class has always claimed that tbe resistance of tbe subjugated 
class was running the business of the mlera. 

The feudal lords of Ahe early Uiddle ages made this complaint against 
the serfs, tbe patricians in the cities, against the simple burghers and trades¬ 
men; the tradesmen against journeymen. Since capitalism came upon the 
stage we hear and read of tbe same charge again, t the modem wage-earner. 
And as in the past so now the governing class ia aixioua to use the machinery 
of the law against the working class or not to use it, as suits the convenience 
of tbe rulers at any particular time. 

The experience of all nations teaches ua that those bad conditions of labor 
which manufacturers are usually most anmous to retain have caused their 
backwardness. For instance, they fought high wages and short hours and do 
so even now. The American manufacturer. Jacob Schoenhof, in hia “Economy 
of High Wages" shows us that in consequence of tbe use of machinery the 
labor, which used to be paid 9io.7x in tbe Masaachusets clock factory, was 
cheaper than the labor paid $2.50 or 3 dollars at Trieberg in the Black Forest. 
To tbe European who congratulates himself on Adam Smith’s illustration of 
the advantages of division of labor in the “home industry" of needle making, 
by means of which ten workmen daily produce 48,000 needles, Schoenhofen 
points out a needle factory in Connecticut where five workmen, by means of 
machines, daily turn out 7,500,000, in the value of which the high wages paid 
to the workmen are an element not worth considering. 

But certainly we do not expect the capitalist class to listen to reason,when¬ 
ever the rights of tbe wage workers and the ocketbooks of employers are in 
conflict. Yet if the employing class is so di^ dent now, what is to happen in a 
few years when th's dazzling period of caritalist prosperity has come to a 
close and dreary stagnation will be the rule of tbe indnatrixl world? ^ 

And here is the vulnerable place of tbe capitaliat systepi—and also of 
the trades unions. We may one day find ourselves fsce to face with the hard 
fact that trades unions are inadequate—that we still have to use the ballot 
entirely in order to combat the capitaliat system,-tr consider our political 
freedom as tbe firat installment of the economic fre'.dom. We will bav^ to 
do so, because we cannot remain politically free unless we become economi¬ 
cally free. But the trade anions will play an important part until the next 
stage of civilization—until Socialism. —

'Fliis, manifestly, is the duty of the 
millionaire. .All the union men of 
his parish ought to refer him to 
theii employers whenever he rails 
U[X)n them for chnreh contrihii- 
tions. He is siTving the interests 
of the Capitalist class and preach¬ 
ing the gos|H'l of Mammon; let him 
get his support from the millionaire 
and not from tho working class.

Wc want to abolish the wage sy^'.tem. In order to do tuet. It ia necetsety 
to abolish prirate property In capita). Areordiug to our IdcM land la an impor¬ 
tant bastion in the fortres.s capital, tml it is not simply we who maintain this, 
but some enpitnUsta also fear that Oeorge'a land theories may hurt the pres¬ 
ent system and that Is tlie rcanoii they donotmre him as a HocUUst Georgs, atd 
even more ao his Cernino disrinle. r'leischhriui, would like to make e com- 
prtunlse botwern Itidividunlism and Boclnlism. But their comprotnite is t 
failure. They would begin with tl»e soeiallznlion of that part of the aatioaal 
wealth wliloli ia least ri*K* for U. Iieenuse it is Lite least roncentratet) of any, 
where there are still rrer seven mlllioo owners cf farms in the United States. 
This alone stamps "Kipgie tax" aa iiupoMiblc. The coUe<rttve ownership of 
land will he (he Inst, not the mensure of .Socialiam. 

Collectivism is now ponsibie and necf*isnry Id very many braoebet, espe- 
rlolly iu those thnt hare reached the form of a monopoly •or trust—as Henry 
tliwrge rightly iudicates—and have thereby proved that they have ootgrorn the 
eompetifive system. 

Furthermore colic.llrism is now possible and oeoesoary in mining of every 
doscri,)tion and in the ownership and management of ail the ireana of trauipor* 
lotion ami in the various public utilities. 

But in our country Socialism in land it not possible now and will not be 
for a loug time to come. 

For n'Bsoiis not necessary to explain here, the effect of new inventiona io 
agricuUurnl lunchlnery tins only tended to strengthen the mi(Mle-slzrd farm 
M.nnv sci»«utlHt« utid csncciallv nc-onnmists (specin'ista in agrirnttare) claim 
that the future in ugricnlture belongs to Intynstre farming, not to fanning on a 
large scale. At any rate, the farmers will for very many reasona tw the last 
class to be expropriated by society. One very good reason is that ciaaa is ao numer¬ 
ous that it would t»e simply impossihie jo do so. Tlie othar reason la that it Is 
the aim of Socialism to return to tlie workers the inatraments of pr^oction they 
have to use. and iu tt>e ense of the farmers on expropriation would mean that 
we should take the luud from the present owners and forthwith fire it back to 
them. 

The farmers as a class naturally object to the Slngie Tax aa murhandmoro 
than they do to Socl.*distn, before (hey umbTstand it. The only difference ia 
that they'oliject to Single Tax a great den) more after they uoderstaod iL And 
there snrelv would be no cause for the proletariat to fight the farmem for tho 
aingie tug. Loud is stiil to be had vert* cheaply in many niacoa-lo the north¬ 
ern part of the state '>f Wim’finstn at from throe to fir^ doliani ao acre—io tbi 
Nouthern statcK it is Ktiil cheaper. Iu 1.HP8 land ia'Ashlaud county. Wis., wa# 
advertised at 50 cents i»er acre—it was to be %oId for the Mr. a "aiufta tax’* i8 
that particular case. Fifty cents nn acre, md onlv one-fourth of titat in cash— 
that is oiinoHt ns good as "free land" under the rnic of Sinjde Tax—in iome n- 
spects even l)etter. But what benefit was tl»v cheap laitd to the prixder or tho 
weaver out of a job? As A. M. Simons in h» veiy readable pamphlet, "Singio 
Tax vs. Bocialism” (Kerr & Co.. Chirago.i very pertinentiy remarks: "8o long 
as capital remained private property und its owners continued to rule, tbert 
would be only one thing thot tlic single taxer could do with bla "free Isod”— 
he could take a shorpenod stick and rultivato It, and eren then he would have 
to watch out that someone did. not get a corner on the sticks and leave him to 
scratch with his finger nails." ’ 

To sum up: Single Tax has some good polnts^-tbc Single Taxers have crllb 
cised the present system severely and have helped to awaken tb« conacienco oi 
tile tmtinn. But it Is no panacea f«*r .in.vthing. 

Single Tnx would not aboliah our cut-lhrftat competition—competition u 
ridered by Henry George a tHirncr—toi’.c of civiliz.ition. On the contrary, i:lngM 

Tnx would .sharp a competitiou. Single Tax would Dot do away with inlereau 

nor abolish wage slavery. The main difference between the present ayriem and 

Single Tax would be that inste.ad of nuiuy niiUion landlords wc would bava only

(a)' The disagreement on the queation of competitioB aeema at first more 
formidable. George and his foUowera beliere in cempetition and tho Socialists 
do not But when one discovers that tho kind of competition in which the siagle* 
taxer believes is a kind that ima never existed so far and is therefore an ideal 
competition yet to be realist (Open Letter, p. 67); and when, on the ot^r 
hand, one reads in a Socialist writer like Snrico Ferri that under the 

“struggle for life" will not be a^lisbed, but its form and conditions wfil be 
changed and it will still proceed upon a higher plane, vis., the intellectnal, 
moral and ethical and under conditions of equality of opportunity (“Sodalism 
and Modern Science," chapter on "The Struu^e lor Life snd Its Victims," p. 35), 
the seriousness of the difficulty disappears 

(3) On the question of interest the Socialists are squarely at issue witn 
George, who holds that it is right. In this respect the Socialist must regard the 
work of George as incomplete. But it is very interesting to find, as the writer 
has frequently, that many enthusiastic tollowers of George sgree with the Sociiu- 
ists upon this point rather than with (jeorgc. So that even here we may be 
nearer together than we think. 

<4) Upon the question of the class struggle George and his followers seem 
to be entirely uneolightened, or perhaps unconscious. A study of this great 
fact, this unfolding social drama, as Ferri calls it, would perhaps complete the 
circle of harmony and bring ue all together. 

V. And, fiiitUy, recent events, it seems to the writer, ought now to fully 
convince the eingle-Uzer that the only hope of realizing nis ideal is through the 
Socialist party of America. This is the litaatioo'-the one great all absorbing, 
all important measure to the single*tazer>-the reform ti^t transcends all others, 
and by the tide of which all others are as nothing, is the first and foremo.st plank 
of the Socialist party. Upon other points the disagreement is either only nsrtial 
or due to lack of uhderetandisg. 

The Socialist party is a world party witlnits organization in every civilized 
nation. It cast 300,000 votes in the Ust election and has now marshaled the 
forces that make its triumph a possibility within the next few years. 

Meanwhile the Democratic party, which the single*caxers hare supported be* 
cause they hoped to secure their measures throuf^ it, has been overwhelmingly 
defeated; and what is still worse, has nowhere given the slightest indication 
of offering the single taxers anything. Its radical candidates are often defeated 
by the bolting vote of ita own memberahip, and in Colorado the Bucklin bill 
WAS openly opposed in platform, press and public speech by many of the Demo* 
cratic party. 

Thus the party is hopelessly divided and unquestionably in' the power of 
reactionary plutocratic intereati. There can be no possible hope for the true 
single'taxer in that direction. 

What then can be dearer than the duty of tboee«wbo love the memory and 
the noble ideals of Henry George? 

You want the resources of nature rescued from the grip of private monopo¬ 
lists; you want tho common ownership of all natural monopolies; you want de> 
mocracy; you want syco-operative commonwealth. So do w;^ Will you not 
join the Socialist party In its world struggle and halp us win the ideals you 
cherish? 

Or will you still cling to an effete political party and permit an inteUoctaal 
pride to chain you to the interesta of a rotten plutocracy in the very preaenos 
of the master opportunity for a cosmic struggle for justice and human liberty?

those of Sociahsts, reminding one of the utopian passages of Bellamy. He con* 
clndes with tlis statement: -"We should reach,the ideal of the Socialist, but 
not through gevenunent repression." 

IV. POINTS OF DISAGREICMENT. So far attention has been called to 
the points of agreement betvr®«» the Socialist and singls tax philosophy. And 
1 snbmit that these ate the more vital poinU and that upon these there is essen* 
till agreement. 

There ere also points of disagreement. A brief discussion of these will 
show: (x) That they arc twt the moat essential points in the philosophy of 
cither party; (s) that they are due to a mutual misunderatauding or a lack of 
complete knowledge and, I believe, b) that these differences are not irreconcil¬ 
able. 

(i) George very evidently did not fully understand and appreciate the Social¬ 
ist philosophy. When, for example, he refers to Socialism as a repressive power 
and cUsmitsea it as tyrannous and leading back to barbarism, he is evidently 
unaware of the fact tl^t exactly what he Mta forth as an ideal form of govern¬ 
ment. is also exactly the ideal ot the Socialists. When be says *'Goveruxnent 
would change its character and would become the ad mi nistration of a great co¬ 
operative society. It would become merely the agency by wheih the common 
property waa adminialcrod for the common benefit,” (Progress and Poverty, 
p. 454), he was perhaps unaware that be was using almost exactly the words 
of the Socialist, writers upon that point. That is exactly the ideal of Social¬ 
ism. Indeed the Socialist writers have developed the idea of a democratic stats 
mu^ more thoron^y than Spencer or Jefferson or even George did. (See Van- 
dervelde*s "Collectivism,” chap. Ill, on "The Administration of Things." Also 
Deville on "The State," and "Socialism, Utopian and Scfentific," by Engrii, pp. 

75*77 ) 

Or, again, when George speaks of TRADES UNIQVIGM snd PROTECTION¬ 
ISM SB phases of Social!^ he betrays an astonishing lack of understanding of 
Socialism. (Ci>en Letter to Pope, p. 64 fi.) If these are the conceptions that 
(jeorge and 1^ followers have, of what Socialism is, we can understand their 
hostility to it. It is because neither understand what it is. If they will take 
the paint to get a correct and complete idea about it their reason for hostility 
will disappear.

ship 01 the instruments of wealth production. Tbe Democratic, Sepubjlcan, 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and all other parties which do sot stand for. 
the complete overthrow of the capitalist system of production, are alike politi^ 
rcprcsenistives of the capitalist class. 

The workers can most efiectively act as a clasa in their struggle against tilt 
collective powers of capitaliom by constituting themselves into a poUtiesl 
party, distinct from and oppeaed to all parties formed by the propertied claetaa. 

While we derl.ire that the development of economic conditions teods to tka 
overthrew ci the c.npitalist system, we recognize that the time and manner of tka 
transition to Socialism also depends upon tbe stage of developm. '^t reached 
the pvolcliriat. We. therefore, consider it of the utmost importance for tba 
Sucialist party to support all active efforts of the working class to better ita 
condition and to elect Socialists to political offices, in order to facilitate the at¬ 
tainment of this end. 

As snek means we advocate: 

I. The collective ownership of all means of transportation and coomnnica- 
tion and all other public utilities as well as of all industries controlled by 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such iodostries te 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property Of the caphalist dais. Ut te be 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shortening of the hours ef labM 
of the employes, to the improvemeut of the service and diminishing the rates U 
tbe consumers. 

а. The progressive reduction of the hours of labor and the increase of wsfpe 

in order to decrease the share of tbe capitalist and Increase tbe share of the 
worker in the product of labor. ' 

3. State or national insurance of working people in case ef accidents, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old age; the funds for this purpose to be fur¬ 
nished by the government and to be administered under the control of the work¬ 
ing class. 

4. The inauguration of a system of public induatries, puUk credit to bo us^ 
for that purpose in order that tbe workeri be secured the fnll''prodnct of their 
labor. 

5. The education nf alt children up to the age of i® yeari, and state om mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. 

б. Equal civil and political rights for men and wpmen. 

7. The initiative and referendum, proportional r^reientation and the right 
of recall of representatives by their -constituents. 

But in advocating these measures ns steps in the overthrow of capitalism 
and the establishment of the co-operative coxnmonwoeltb, we warn the worUni 
class against the so-called public ownership piovements as sn attempt of tbe 
capitalist class to secure gove’^nmcntal control of public utilities for tbe purpM 
of obtaining greoter security in the exploitation of other industries sad not for 
the amelioration of the conditions of the working class. ^ 

Attitude toward Trade Unions. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted by the national com* 
mute? of the Socialist party at the annual meeting held in St. Louis, Mo., Jsfc 
J9 to Feb. I, 1903: . • 

The national committee of the Socialist party in annual session assemoia^ 
hereby reaffirms the attitude of the party toward the trade union movement 
38 expressed in the resolution on the subject adopted by the Indianapolis con¬ 
vention of 1901. 

We consider the trade union moTcment and the Socialist movement as to* 
aeparable parts of the general labor movement, produced by the same econaM 
forces and tending towards the same goa’, an^ we deem it the duty of each 
the two movements to extend its hearty co-operation and support to the otbef 
in it.s special sphere of aclh'ity. 

But we are also mindful of the fact that each of the two movements hMlU 
own special mission to perform in the struggle for the emancipation of tob^ 
that it devolves upon the trade unions to conduct the economic struggles of tka 
working nlass, that it devolves on the Socialist party to fight the political battloi 
ef the working class, and that the interests pf labor aa a whole t^II he con¬ 
served by allowing each of the movementi to manage the afiairi within tU oyt 
sphere of activity without active interference by the other. 

Wc also declare that we deem it unwise to invite trade unions suck to 
be represented in the political conventions cf our party.

EUctridty, steam and many modern, 
inyentioos have struck the death blow at 
production on a small scale. Production 
on the largest scale makes monopoly a 
necessary condition. Monopoly is here, 
whether wc wish it or not. 

The question is only'wchetber it shall 
be a puhUe or private monopoly. 

'The Social Democratic party demands 
that the production of this country shall 
be taken sway from the control of a 
small number of irresponsible men whose 
only aim is to exploit lu to the last limit 
of our endurance. 

The Republirsn and the Democratic 
parties, and all sorts of reformers iind 
anti-monopoly humbugs, are making a 
dishonest bid for yotes when they prom¬ 
ise to annihilate the trusts by law. These 
parties, are powerless against the trusts 
becauKe they cannot consistently oppose 
property rights of any kind, 'iiieae 
Tights are more sacred to them than* the 
rights of man; but, alarmed by the grow¬ 
ing strength of Socialism, they are now 
trying to use phrases that sound ‘’social¬ 
istic*’ to them. Yet none of them dare 
to attack the only vital point in the pres¬ 
ent economic system, the private owner¬ 
ship of the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution. 

The trust question is a national ques¬ 
tion, but ia state affairs also tho S^ial 
Democratic party stands for every rad-^ 
ical change that will bring more wealth, 
more culture and more safety to the 
masses of the people. 'The Social Demo¬ 
cratic party believes in self-government j 
for cities; in a just and equitable .axa-; 
tioD, end in the highest development ofj 
a reasonable public service. We alao de -1 
mand better legislation for the prelec¬ 
tion of life and limb in factories and 
mines, the public ownership of public 
utilities as a fact and not aa a mere 
phrase, and protection against hardship 
and misery in old age—not as a charity, 
but SB-a right If we get the political 
power in this state, we will carry out 
these and other social reforme.

for sixteen years at lebat, a pen'iion of 
not less than $12 a tnodth for the rest of 
his life. 

4. Tliat no city in Wisconsin ^hHl) 
have the right to sell-, lease or give away 
nilblic franchises. Thot every city shall 
have the right t.6 tske possc«*ion of all 
its public utilities by paying to the pres¬ 
ent owners the price of the same as fixed 
hv an impartial juiy: and that every 
city and township shall have the right to 
issue bonds up to the amount of 5 per 
cejiL of the entire tax valuation, for that 
purpose.

For 
ten viars they liad Invn over-awing 
till- men so as to kis'p them from 
organizing, and as a resnlt were 
nidi- to kesji wages down to a ]>iti 
fully low rate. This enahhs^ them 
to nndor-rtiinpete in the market 
miii-li to the annoyani-e of the east 
erii tamleries. 

The Milwaukee tanners hav 
liveil ten years of hell, in order that 
the tanneiy proprietors might rear 
up great fortunes out of their in- 
duslrv, and the proprietors snp- 
iiosed the same evil infliienia- eoiild 
(«• kept up over the men forever. 
But the time eonu-s wlien man, like 
tlie worm, will turn.

While the devils 
of poverty hove lirtii ftaenking their 
noses anil pinching their stomachs 
they haw had their patience turned 
to e.vaspernt ion tiy the sight of the 
riotous liiMiry of their e.vploiters. 
.\nd now that they an* asking a 
slight inereiiiK' and lietter hours the 
1‘Xploiters cry out that they pro|>ose 
to “run their own Inisini’ss’’ as they 
please! It is noliody’s hmdni'ss if 
they ex|> 1 oit IlieiV workers to the 
Isiiie, of course! 

The men gave the firms their 
nitimatiim last Sunday, demanding 
a nine hour ilay at the old jiay, witli 
an Iionr less on .Saturdays, and a 
10 -eent raiw for pie<e-work (the 
eost of living has iperenseil over :i 0 
per cent, lint the tanners an' niwh-st 
m fheir demands), and the em¬ 
ployment of none hut union men. 
The fovv employers then askwl for 
three days’ time. That would on- 
aide them to pet the skins out of the 
lime vasts, so they could shut down 
without loss from that cpmrter. 
Blit the men were wise. That trick 
was played on them in the -strike 
they lost in lfiP 2 . and so this time 
tliey rcfuseil the three davs nskeil 
for. 


Every decent citizen ought to lie 
with the men in their just demands. 
It is no credit to the city that they 
have been working like dogs for 
wages that will not enahle them to 
hold np their heads like men. If is 
a social outrage that thesi' thou¬ 
sands of citizens have lieen slaving 
and starving in order that a few 
families might vaunt themselves be¬ 
fore the publio as'leading citizens.” 
These few have Seen fattening U|Km 
the misery, tlie denrivatiop and the 
hopelessness of the many. Upon 
the depletion of the many poor 
tanners great meansions have Iiccn 
reared and maintained in royal 
tanners great mansions have been 
enabled to stmt round like turkey- 
cocks at Charity Balls, horsi'-shows. 
and bam|unis and their ihonghtless 
women enabled to play at “charity- 
giving.” 

But the tannery proprietors pro¬ 
fess surprise that the men want 
more, ami say smilingly that some 
of them even make as much as $10 
week! Merciful heavens, what 
sort of a standard of citizenship is 
this! Is this the measure of pros¬ 
perity the worker is always to en¬ 
joy? Is this a living wage in these 
days of robber prices? Is this a 
free man's reward for ten hours 
daily in a stinking tannery vat—is 
this lAbor’s share in the allegoil 
partnemhip between capital and 
labor? 

The tannery workers deserve'your 
sympathy in their strike — and 
more! Sec that they get it. 


On Thursday then' was a ini.\-upl 
Ilf Ihe (iailiin lannerv and sonic 
liriiken lioiu's. .\.F. (ialliin and his 
son. .\rthiic, early in the niornin;;, 
were leading a non-union man to
